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Housing Project Approval Will 
Mean Much to Upland 


Approval last week of the defense housing project for 


Upland will be a partial answer to the increasing demand 
for houses. While the final ‘‘go ahead’’ signal has not yet 
been given, it may be only a matter of having details com- 
pleted before actual work can be started sometime in the 
near future. 

Such defense housing projects are not new. Many of 
Southern California’s industrial centers have similar proj- 
ects. Such undertakings apparently are the federal gov- 


ernment’s answer to the problem of providing accommoda- 
tions for large numbers of families in defense centers. 


Upland residents should regard the approval as a tre- 
mendous boost to the community. While the location and 
some of the other features are not wholly satisfactory to 


everyone, the project to a certain extent very definitely fills 
a great need here. 

Among other advantages it affords, the project ties Up- 
Jand closer to Henry J. Kaiser and his gigantic steel mill 
project. While many officials had a part in getting the pro- 
ject approved, Mr. Kaiser is known to have also put his ef- 
forts into the matter of securing the housing project here. 

Mr. Kaiser is a big man in the national scene. His steel 
mill will be of untold value to Upland when the readjust- 
ment period comes. Actually, the steel mill is only six miles 
from the Upland residential district—the plant being al. 
most as close to Upland as to Fontana,

OF VOLUNTARY AD 


Volunteer hospital work is be | 
coming a necessity in Upland, as | 
it has been in eastern hospitals for 
some time, declared Dr. A. A. 
Aita, superintendent of San An- 
tonio Community hospital, when 
he spoke at the meeting of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary held Monday 
afternoon in the hospital library. 

Speaking on “Man Power Ver- 
sus the Hospital—What You Can 
Do About It,” Dr, Aita told of

In the case of air raids or other 
war-time emergencies, such or- 
ganized volunteer help would be 
invaluable to an over-crowded 
hospital. 

Even now, under non-emer- 
gency conditions, the hospitals, in- 
cluding San Antonio Community 
hospital, are being hampered by 
the shortage of help.

In Annual Session 





Re-election of officers and dis- 
cussions of agricultural problems 
as related to the war, featured 
the annual meeting held on Nov. 
12 in the Upland junior high 
school auditorium by the Ontario- 
Upland-Cucamonga district or- 
ganization of the County Agricul- 
tural Conservation association. 

A. C. Beattie of Cucamonga 
will again serve as chairman; Ray 
R. Sherwood of Upland, as vice- 
chairman, and Owen V. Barr of 
Ontario, was named as the third 
member. Alternates elected were 
Clarence Cooper of Ontario and 
John A. Andreas of Upland. 

This group will assist in admin- 
istering both the AAA’s soil con- 
servation program and those jobs 
assigned to the AAA by the Agri- 
cultural War Board. 

In the absence of Mr. Beattie, 
Vice-Chairman Sherwood presid- 
ed and opened the meeting with 
a review of the work of the Agri- 
cultural Conservation organia- 
tion in this district. 

Assistant farm adviser, A. L.
